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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because they are not provided with proper 
cross-section hatching according to MPEP 608. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: added 
Figure 10 is not included in the "Brief Description of the Figures" section. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form tiie basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 29, 3 1, 32 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Greiner et al. (WO 02/086914). 

Greiner et al. (see the corresponding US Patent 6,881,903) discloses a 
multipolar cable for transmitting energy and/or signals comprising: at least three 
transmissive elements (lA); a sheath (10) in which at least three longitudinal 
housings (3) are defined, said longitudinal housings being intended to house 
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respectively said at least three transmissive elements according to a predetermined 
configuration and being formed within respective substantially lobe-shaped 
longitudinal portions of the sheath; and a connector member (8) comprising at least 
three perforating elements (12), a radially inner surface of the connector member 
(Figure 2) having a substantially lobe-shaped portion which can be mated with a 
segment of the sheath (re claim 29). Greiner et al. also discloses that said 
substantially lobe-shaped longitudinal portions of the sheath are reciprocally 
connected by connecting portions (6 7) having a predetermined bending radius (re 
claim 31), a further longitudinal housing is defined in said sheath (the central 
portion of the sheath), said flirther longitudinal housing being arranged centrally to 
the cable (re claim 32), and the further longitudinal housing has a substantially 
circular cross- section (re claim 35). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 30, 33, 34 and 36 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 29 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
